For dirty horses, shampoo and
rinse thoroughly. Wait until the coat is completely dry before applying Crash Fly Spray. Crash
Fly Spray’s unique water-resistant formula contains a special conditioner that binds to the hair
shaft so it keeps working even in moist conditions or when the horse sweats.

Application should be liberal for best results. Reapply every 5 to 7 days under normal
conditions for initial applications. As protection builds, reapply every 10 to 14 days as needed.
Also, reapply each time animal is washed or exposed to heavy rain.
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STORAGE and DISPOSAL: Do not contaminate water, food or feed by storage or disposal.
PESTICIDE STORAGE: Do not store near heat or open flame. Store in original container in a
dry place inaccessible to children and pets. If a leaky container must be contained within
another, mark the outer container to identify the contents. Store pesticides away from food, pet
food, seed, fertilizers, and veterinary supplies.
